then tumbled lifeless into the garden.

y ears old and lived with his widowed 
mother at Newark , N. J. 
He came 
here at the beginning of the present 
aviation meet with Johnnie Mack and 
Mack ’s wife, Dot, who jumped success­ 
fully y esterday afternoon, and another 
parachute performer named James 
Flemming, a y outh slightly y ounger 
than Prince, whose home also is in 
Newark , where the Mack s come from. 
Flemming ascended hanging to the 
same balloon with Prince, and jumped

Prince did not 
bother to secure himself to his trap­ 
s e , but was satisfied to go aloft with 
only a hand grasp on the ropes sup­ 
porting his trapeze to k eep him secure.

Your assistance will be 
greatly appreciated.”

Sc\me of the boy s who hav e been at West 
Polnf, bu t hav e not gradu ated, enlisted in the 
y nifed States army in order to get their com­ 
mission from the rank s. 
When a man does 
sc enlist he may be sent as a priv ate soldier 
fcc a company in which some classmate is a 
ifeu tenant. 
Now it mu st be remembered that 
(here is a deep gu lf between officers and en­ 
listed men in the regu lar army , a gu lf w'hlch 
tt is necessary to hav e remain fix ed, becau se 
familiarity of intercou rse between officers and 
enlisted men wou ld lead to lax discipline. 
It 
Is not the case, as some people seem to think , 
of an officer being too prou d to associate with 
enlisted men. 
The officers of the army hold 
the enlisted men in high esteem. 
They k now 
that they are the back bone of the army and 
they k now that on their loy alty , obedience 
and cou rage hangs su ccess in war and the 
credit of the army in peace. 
Ev ery army in 
the world has learned the lesson that there 
mu st be a lark of familiar intercou rse in a 
social way between the commissioned officers 
and the enlisted men. 
When a y cu ng fellow 
who has 
been 
at 
West Point enlists he is lik ely , as has been 
said, to get into a command in which one of 
his classmates may be an officer. 
Then it is 
that a cu riou s relation resu lts. 
The enlisted 
man meets bin former classmate, whom 
he 
once called Bill or Jim and with whom he 
possibly roomed as a cadet, and he mu st sim­ 
ply salu te him as any other enlisted 
man 
wou ld, and pass withou t a sign of “familiar 
recognition.’’ 
Now this does not mean at all 
that Jim or Bill does not want to speak to his 
former classmate. 
It means simply that the 
enlisted man wants to preserv e his own stand­ 
ing with his fe low soldiers and does not want 
to pu t his former classmate by and chance in 
an embarrassing position. 
If the enlisted inen 
shou ld learn that their newly enlisted fellow 
was a former classmate and a friend of one 
of the officers they might think that it was 
going to be a case of cu rry ing fav or on the 
one side or of showing fav or on the other. 
The man who is once a cadet and who enlists 
Is more carefu l If he is bu ilt right, and he 
generally is, to maintain a proper attitu de 
toward the men who rank him. 
They tell a story in Washington of a y ou ng 
fellow who came of rich parentage, bu t w’ho 
nev er had been at West Point, by the way , 
who enlisted in the army to get his commis­ 
sion. 
He attempted to presu me on the fact of 
l?is wealth and be not only got the officers 
down on him, bC* the men as well. 
His lot 
was not altogether a happy one. 
ft can be 
said, howev er, t * at cases lik e that of this 
y ou ng man are few and far between.

Irish sergeant with the eu phoniou s name of 
O Baldwin was in command of the squ ad.

began to ex plain the position of a soldier.

fou nd that the recru it cn the right of the line 
already was in the position of a soldier.

A few months ago Gen. Hamilton S. H aw ­ 
k ins died 
He entered the military academy 
some time prior to the opening of the Civ il 
war. bu t the au thorities did not allow him to 
gradu ate. 
Hawk ins was not discou raged by 
the failu re and as soon as the Civ il war brok e 
ou t he offered his serv ices to his cou ntry and 
was giv en a commission. 
He staid in the reg­ 
u lar army u ntil the time of his death and so 
strong was his lov e of the military academy 
that before his death he ask ed that he might 
be bu ried in the cadet cemetery . 
It was Haw ­ 
k ins’ chlstom each y ear when he cou ld get 
awav from his command to v isit the school 
where he had spent three y ears of his boy 
hood. 
He had ju st as strong a lov e for the 
institu tion as did any gradu ate in the army . 


Recently there has been a disposition 
on 
the part of the gradu ates of the military acad­ 
emy to giv e more consideration to the men 
who spent some time at the school, bu t who 
did not gradu ate. 
One class organization in­ 
clu des in its membership all the cadets who at 
any time were members of the class, and no 
distinction is made between gradu ate and non- 
gradu ate. ev en the offices of the organization 
being open to men who did not complete the 
cou rse. 


Other class organizations are said to he 
preparing to follow the ex ample of that of the 
members of 18 8 1 and if the cu stom of tak ing

1889, I met him in the office of a com­ 
mon friend.

"Senator,” I said, "I have alw ays 
been anxious to know how it happen­

"W h y ,” he said, "th at plan was due

"You may rem ember that the con­ 
gress which sat in the last months of 
President H ays’s adm inistration pass­ 
ed an act authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to refund a very large 
issue of bonds w’hicli bore five per 
cent, interest with a new issue bear­ 
ing only three and a half per cent.

was legislation, that caused the bank­ 
ers of the country to be very much put 
out. They wanted the refunding bonds
